SERMON BI THE REY. NORMAN A. MILLERD.

THE THIRD-TERM GHOST. 

We print a letter this morning from a 
Republican who professes to be still dis- 
satisfied with the President's Third-Term 
letter and Tae Taimonz’s interpretation 
thereof; We venture to say that his appre- 
hénsions are shared by a very small propor- 
tion of the Republican party, and his criticism 
is full of errors that may be charitably traced 
to the andue influence which sensational 
„ Cogarism” has exercised since it was first 
put forth oy the New York Herald. We 
shall note a few of them. 

In the first place it was not the Herald's 
charge of Gen. Gaant’s Third-Term aspira- 
tions, nor the fact that if was not denied by 
Gen. Grant, which caused the defeat of the 
Republican party in 1874. There are too 
many good reasons for this defeat to seek for 
any obscure and improbable explanation of it. 
(1) The prohibition crusade in the Northern 
States drove off from 250,000 to 300,000 Ger- 
mans who had always acted with the Repub- 
lican party, and who were among its most 
devoted ahd enthusiastic adherents. We do 
not bélieve that a single voter out of all the 
German radicals who went over to the Dem- 
ocrate was influenced to do so. by the Third- 
Term . nonsense. (2) There was a wide- 
spread discontent on account of “ hard 
times,” which led to a very serious disaffec- 
ranks of the domimant party. 
All political observers. are. agreed that the 
standing and influence of a party in power 
ate more seriously affected by a commercial, 
panic than any other circumstance that can 
arise ; that party has to bear the brunt of 
popular discontent, whether or not it is in 
any sense responsible for the business 
troubles. (3) There was a strong feeling 
of popular anger and disgust at the Credit- 
Mobilier.. corruptions, at the salary-grab, 
and at other evidences of a corrupt tendency 
on the part of the Forty-second and Forty- 
third Oongresses. (4) The rascalities of the 
carpet-baggers at the South, the full measure

THE SCHOOL QUESTION IN POLITICS. 
Because the Catholic clergy in this Sta 
have not yet made any aggressive effort to 
secure a division of the school-funds, or in 
lien thereof a release from taxation for pub- 
lic-school purposes, we should not look indif- 
ferently upon the subject. Any movement 
of this nature in any part of the country 
threatens Illinois and every other State. Suo- 
cessful in any one State, it may be successful 
in others where the Catholics develop suffl- 
cient strength, either among themselves or 
with the aid of political demagogues of one 
or both of the great parties, to overthrow the 
present system. The issue is really one of 
national import wherever it arises. There is 
little doubt it bas taken a practical shape in 
Ohio, where the Gxonan bill concerning re- 
ligious services in public institutions (right 
enough in itself) was made a Catholic issue, 
and a ed to the Catholic voters to range 
themselves en masse, and on religious 
grounds, with the Democratic party. ‘The 
school question had already been agitated in 
certain localities, such as Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Cincinnati, and Toledo, and it became 
evident that the attack on the public-school 
system was the ultimate purpose of the 
ulliance between the Catholic clergy and the 
Democratic party in that State. Hence the 
declaration of the Ohio Republican Conven- 
tion against any division of the school-fund 
was timely ; and it unqtestionably reflects 
the sentiment of the Republican party every- 

where. 

It appears that the extreme Oatholics in 
Ohio have no intention of disavowing the 
purpose thus charged upon them: Their 
organ is the Catholic Telegraph, published in 
Cincinnati. It took occasion in its last num- 
ber to comment on certain utterances of the 
Presbyterian General Assembly; and, ina 
reply to a suggestion from a secular news- 
paper tothe effect that no Protestant sect 
should assume that the advocates of secular 
education are working in the interest of 
Protestants, and that Catholics ought to ad- | 
mit that it is not an opposition to their 
Church to prohibit the interference of all 
sects with the school system, this Cincinnati 
Catholic journal says: 

Catholics cannot make the above “admission without 
ceasing to be Catholics. The forty-seventh and forty- 
eighth articles of the syllabus have authoritatively set- 
tled for all time that the exclusion of religious instruc- 
tion from daily education is a damnable religious er- 
ror, which Catholics cannot approve without a denial 
of faith and commission of sin. Legislation does, 
therefore, as far aa Catholics are fconcerned, interfere 
with the subject of religion. The State has no inhe- 
rent authority to exclude religion from public educa- 
tion. When it does so, it plays the tyrant, clothing it- 
self with a commission of power for which it can show 
no warrant. If the State did not tax us to support in- 
stitutions that deny us liberty of conscience, we would 
not complain, at least of injustice. The rain which 
secular education will inevitably bring upon the State 
would, however, not be averted, Butas long as the 
present system prevails, the State not only questions 
our faith, but denies to us its free and unrestricted ex- 
ercise, 

This may be construed as an authoritative 
statement from the Church that even the ex- 
clusion of the Bible from the public schools, 
—which has been authorized by decision of 
the Supreme Court in Ohio,—and the absence 
of every color of religious teaching, does not 
satisfy the demand of the Catholic Church. 
On the contrary, the broad ground is taken 
that no Catholic can acquiesce in this system, 
and send his children to the publie school, 
without committing a sin against the Church. 
We doubt very much whether a ma 
jority of the Oatholic laity enbscribe 
to this doctrine. Those who do 
ought not to have voluntarily sought 
a home in a codfitry and under a Government 
where the separation of Church and State is 
one of the fundamental principles. Having 
done so, however, it is their duty as citizens 
of this Government to acquiesce in its prin- 
ciples, and not to conspire for their overthrow. 
If it be true that their Church pronoutices it 
a “gin” for them to send their children to 
schools where dogma is no part of the in- 
struction (which we very much doubt), they 
are at perfect liberty to establish dogmatic 
schools of their own and support them at 
their own expense; but they have no claims 
on that account on any part of the public 
school fund for the support of sectarian 
schools, nor are they entitled to any release 
on that account from their just proportion of 
public taxation for all public purposes. They 
must settle their Church questions for them- 
selves and outside of polities. 


SHERMAN’S TERMS OF PEACE. 

We called attention some days ago to the 
great mistake made by Gen. Suunman, when 
he undertook, in his celebrated treaty with 
Jon Jounston in North Carolina, in April, 
1865, to reconstruct the Rebel States, and 
settle all questions, social and political, grow- 
ing out of the War. 

Under the Saenman-Jouneron agreement, 
Slavery was to be perpetuated; all the ‘citi- 
zens of the Southern States were to be guar- 
anteed in their property as it was regulated 
by State Constitutions and laws. It will be 
remembered that SmHenman made these terms 
subject to their ratification by the authorities 
at Washington, who promptly rejected them.

especially those who were even in favor of 
making them final, without reference to what 
might be thought of them by the President.

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THE SCOTCH PRESBYTERIANS. 

The London Times of the 22d ult, ‘rec 
the fact of the gathering of the Annual Gen- 
eral Assembly of the Established Church of 
Scotland at Edinburg. It was opened v6 
cently with great pomp and ceremony. Her 
Majesty was represented by the Lord High 
Commissioner, the Earl of Ross. The 
magistrates of the city also took part. The 
streets were filled with processions and the 
great dignitaries of the Church were escorted 
to the Cathedral by troops of soldiers. horse, 
foot, and artillery. Nothing was left undone 
to invest the occasion with the utmost pomp 
and pageantry. It wus in every sense the 
great show-day of the dominant church pow- 
er of Scotland. Upon the same day and in 
the same city, the General Assembly of the 
Free Church was held, without show or pomp 
of any description. The Times draws the 
following suggestive contrast between the 
two assemblies : 

The contrast which this body invites between the 
Established Church and their own—between the bond 


woman and the free—mutust, we presume, be not alto- 
gother displeasing to them, since it would be very easy 
for them to avoid it by assembling at another time, 
They seem, however, to have been impressed by it, and 
to have drawn from it their own lesson. In piace of 
the jubilant notes of triumph, which were well in 
place in the sermon preached before the Eetablished 
Church and its supporters, the members of the Free 
Church were compelled, not less appropriately, to 
listen to @ very Gifferent sound. They heard of 
heaviness, of manifold temptations and troubles, and 
of faith tried with fire,—<l of which were, ueéverthe- 
legs, to end in joy, and honor, and praise, 

The cause for this general rejoicing and. 
imposing display upon the one hand, and 
the dispirited and gloomy character of the 
other, may be explained by a brief reference 
to the history of the Established Church of 
Scotland. In the days of Knox, each con- 
gregation elected its own minister, as among 
the Oongregationalists, and each congrega- 
tion could get rid of its minister when dis- 
satisfied, and elect a new one, and these rights 
were guaranteed by the Revolution settle- 
ment in 1688, and jealously reserved from the 
power of the British Parliament.

THE NEW YORK FRAUDS. 


Gov. Tn px, of New York, recently par- | 


doned James H. Incensott, who has become 
historical as the chair maker among the 
conspirators in the Twrzp robberies in New 
York. Ixonnsozl was convicted and sent to 
the Penitentiary, and has now been pardoned 

that his testimony may be used in the civil 
suits for the recovery of the stolen money. 

It will be remembered that Inu and 
O’Conor voluntarily devoted many months to 

the investigation of the frauds, and by per- 
sonal scrutiny of the bank accounts of all the 
parties, and ‘comparing them with the bills 
paid, were able to trace large sums directly to 
several of the gang; but still there was much 
that was unexplained. The long statements 

of Inczrsot, and Garvey clear up what was 
then involved in mystery. 

The business begun in 1867, No money 
could be withdrawn from the Treasury with- 
out the signatures of the Controller; Con 
NOLLY, Mayor Horrway, and SWW xx, Cham- 
berlain. The auditing authority was the 
Board of Supervisors, of which TW was 
President. ‘The first plan of operations was 
to put up the amounts of bills for sup- 
plies 85 per cent, of which WIr was to re- 
ceive 25 and OComwozzy 10 per cent. Nearly 
a million of dollars was thus obtained. This 
continued until the passage of certain laws 
in 1868, giving the Controller authority to 
adjust and allow old claims against the city 
or county, and to pay these by the issue 
of bonds. Inoxzrsors states that under 
these laws the new form of payments 
began in September, 1868. This new 
system was that bills bearing old dates were 
to be manufactured, and that 55 per cent of 
their amount was to be divided among the 
Ring. The division was: Tween, 25 per 
cent yOonwoiny, 20; Su rx, 10 per cent ; 
Idas, 45 per cent. The most of the 
bills wére fictitious, These laws were passed 
in the spring of 1868, but no operation un- 
der them took place until September. In 
September, Horrman, the Mayor, was nom- 
inated candidate for Governor, and was 
thenceforward generally absent from the city. 
Taomas J. pe ams President of the Board of 
Aldermen, as Mayor. Conax, on the 
10th of September, signed about thirty war- 
rants for these fictitious claims, amounting to 
$250,000 ; on the 12th and on the 16th other 
warrants were signed by him, the whole 
amounting to over a million of dollars. 
Oonaw signed in all as acting Mayor warrants 
for over $2,000,000.. The same warrants 
were also signed by Conwoitziy and Swenzy. 
During 1869 this plan went on successfally, 
and in 1870 another act of the Legislature 
was obtained, establishing the “Special 
Audit” Board. ‘The Controller was ‘ anthor- 
ized to issue revenue bonds” in payment 
of all the bills audited by this Board. These 
short bonds were payable out of the next tax 
levy. But previous to this time it was ar- 
ranged that bills were to be made up on the 
apportionment—35 per cent to the supposed 
creditor, Twemp 25, Contotty 20, Swenbr 
10, Watson 5, and Woopwarp 5 per cent. 
The old claims bore interest, but the claim- 
ant got no interest; his share was merely 36 
per cent of the principal. Swrmrer, Con- 
wotny, Warsox, and Woopwarp. divided the 
interest.

JOHN MAC HALE, 


Lecture by the Bev. Owen Stenson, 

The Rev. Owen Stenson, from the Arch-dio- 
cease of Tuam, Ireland, delivered a lecture at 
Hooley’s Theatre last night on The Life and 
Times of Archbishop MacHale.” A heavy. rain 
coming up just before the hour at which the leo- 
ture was to begin doubtless kept many away, but 
nevertheless there was a good-sized audience. 
The lecturer was introduced by the Hon. 
William J. Onabhan, who made some brief in- 
troductory remarks on the noble and elevated 
character of the prelate who was the subject 
of the lecture. 

The lecturer was received with great ap- 
plause. He said that, since his arrival in this 
country a few months ago, his experience had 
been pleasant in the extreme. He felt he was 
treading on free land, and, being the first time 
he had ever left Ireland, it was the first senses 
thon of the kind he had ever experienced. The 
lecturer continued, delivering a high eulogy on 
American institutions, and expressing his pieas- 
ure in the scenery of this country, and 
the evidences of its commercial prosperity, 
He said that at no moment since he had been 
in this country had he been a proader man than 
at the present time, when he caught the Celtic 
fire from the bright eyes of his audience and 
saw their beautiful Irish faces. [Applauee.] 

One summer's evening, eighty-six years ago, 
there was joyin the home of a young Irish 
couple at the foot of Nephin. Those whe came 
to congratulate the young mother pronounced 
the lovely beyond his feilows. ore an 
owe could touch him the yvouog mother placed 
the prayer-book between the innocent hands of 
the child, and consecrated his life to the service 
of God's altar. Thirty-erk years after, three 
Bishops met at Bailina to consecrate « 
young Bishop. He was none other than 
the son of the peasant mother, John MacHale. 
Next Tuesday the fiftieth year of his Bishopric 
would have been completed, and there would 
not be a hill n Ireland that would not have a 
bon-fire in his honor. From the grand old P 
at Rome to the remotest missionary Bishop, old 
Jobn MacHale wes the most remarkable prelate 
of them all. He was three years older than the 
present Pope, although he had attamed more 
than the years of Peter. During his life there 
had been four reigns, and it extended over every 

esidential term from George Washington to 

lyeses S. Grant. 

At the time when de was born, the world was 
laboring with mighty issues, When he was a 
child, his father told him of the War of Ameri- 


The accents of Grattan, Flood, and 

were still reverberating through the — 
he was old enough to handle a pike at the 0 
of Vinegar Hill. The year 1789, when he was 
born, was a memorable year. Then the cannon 
of the French Revolution smote against the 
tyrannies of Europe, and the spirit of American 
hberty traversed all nations. MacHale 
saw the times of the most  dread- 
ful oppression against Ireland. An Irish 
Oatholic: im his youth could not 
own anything worth more than £6. If a Cath- 
olic rode a Dexter or an Eclipse, a Protestant 
might legallystake it from him, giving him £5 as 
recompense. In those times the humane law of 
England allowed £5 for the head of a priest set 
up on a gate, and mass had te be cele in 
caves and drippin® caverns. 

Such were the surroundings of John Mac- 
Hale's entrance into the world, and these things 
implanted in his young breast an undying hatred 
of British insolence and injustice. Since then 
the law had been vastly bettered, until, to use 
the national figure, the only office to which an 
Irishman could not attain was to be Queen of 
Ireland. [Laughter:} 

The Irish Church had come ont from its long 
persecution without spot or blemish, and was 
now the grandest and freest church in Christen- 
dom. [Applause.}] The men who brought about 
these chauges were great men. The name of 
Daniel O'Connell would always rise im an [rish- 
man’s memory as the great liberator, but John 
2 always stood shoulder to shoulder with 

im. 

In 1815, John MacHale was ordained priest, 
and appointed Professor of Dogma in St. Pat- 
rick’s College. In those days a Protestant 
would not observe the ordinary civilities of life 
to an Irish Catholic. Ministers preached from 

“O'Connell, the Pope, and the 

* and every engine to malign and 
abuse the Catholic Church was employed. It 
should be recoliected that the Irish — could 
not bring up their children in the Catholic faith 
until the end of the last century. How, then. 
could the priésts be educated and be fitted to 
cope with the finished rhetoricians of Trin. or 
Oxford? In John MacHale’s youth the terror of 
the penal code was such that for fear of its re-en- 
actment the Catholic priests were timid and sub- 
missive. Then three brave men arose who dared 
to buffet these floods of calumnv,—Daniel O Con- 
nell, Dr. Doyle, and John MacHale. [Applause]. 
In 1822 Dr. 7ee, Protestant Bishop of Dublia 
organized @ proselytizing mission iu Ireland. 
Then John MacHale, from his Professor's chair, 
thwarted his nefarious designs. In that day he 
was both the Newman and the Manning of the 
Irish Church. Fifty years ago he a ed the 
citadel of the Protestant Church in Lreiand, and 
the grand old man had lived to see the success 
of his efforts in the disestablishment. When 
the English Government offered to salary the 
Irish priests, MacHale spurned the insidious 
offer. Firmly did he stand side by side with 
O'Connell in his efforts for Catholic emancipa- 
tion and the repeal of the Union, until O’Con- 
nell led out the young Bishop as the Son 
of the of Judah.” O’Conneli had gone to 
Heaven, but he had left behind him the cloak of 
his sacred principles, and that cioak had fallen 
on the shoulders of John MacHale. [Applause.]

from 12 to 15 feet above the level of the earth, it 
is different. Here is where our acei- 
dents occur. kh may be to-day a 
death, to-morrow a arm 
or strained back, and such are the risks we are, 
in the nature of our work, obliged to encounter. 

In reply to the charges that 

OUR WAGES 
are $7 per day, allow us to present the following 
facts, which can be substantiated by emplover 
and employe alike. For shoveling coal the 
average wages paid are 15 cents per ton, 115 tons 
being considered a fair day's work. This amounts 
to $17.25, Which has to be divided among a gang 
of three men, making $5.75 to each shovel. For 
damping coal we get 8 cents per ton, and for 
wheeling coal 50 cents for every hour actually 
employed. Now, we receive no payment what- 
ever for erecting or tearing down scaffolding, 
runs, Ste., so that the’ time lost on 
each vessel . varies from ten to 
fifteen hours, for which no recom is re- 
ceived. Taking into consideration then that we 
are not employed more than seventy-eight days 
per season—lost time, Sundays, and holidays be- 
ing taken into corsi ion, we flad the average | 
wages during the time to be as follows: Shov- 
elers, $4.50: wheelers, $3.90; and eoal-dump- 
ets, $3.28. Ard while it is true we are at liberty 
to seek other avocations during the spring and 
winter months, it is equally true that out-door 
work is comparatively stagnant during this pe- 
ried, and that for one situation vacant there are 
#@ dozen applicants, so it will be seen that in the 
main we must depend upon our trade and the 
coal delivery season for obtaining our livithood. 

Again, as a rule, the coal-heavers of this eity 
do not receive their y, freyuently 
having to wait from oneto two months for them, 
and in many instances the season has closed bo- 
fore a settlement has been effected, and this too 
from men who sow grossly miarepresent our po- 
sition and demar to our claims as exorbitant, 
but who have ro compunctions to raise a dollar 
per ton to the consumer, no matter how large 
the supply, whenever a cold snap affords them a 
flimsy —＋ for doing so, d it isa well- 
known fact that for years the Coal Exchange of 
this city bas regulated the price of coal more ar- 
bitrarily than any trade’s union has attempted to 

ate the wages of Ms members. 

n conclusion, we desire to say that, while we 
do not countenance a resort to violence under 
any circums we ace equally determined 
that no thrests will in any measure intim 
idate us or prevent us from securing what 
we deem to be our just claims, which justice to 
ourselves and families demands,—an honest day’s 
wages for an bonest day's work,—and that we 
have an equal voice with our employers im de- 
termining what those wages shall be.
